| Tux proposal of Mr Villiers to provide exceptional relief for 
| the present distress in Lancashire raises three questions :— 
| First, Is that distress in itvelf so exceptional and peculiar as 
to need an anomalous P Secondly, If it be, whence 
are the funds which are the pith of that remedy tocome from ? 
| Thirdly, How should those funds be administered? These 
} topics should be carefully kept distinct, and we shall consider 
| them in their order. 
| First. Notwithstanding the refined arguments and in- 
} genious reasonings of Mr Bouverie, common sense tells us 
that the present distress in the cotton districts is most 
i singular and peculiar. Not only its cause is strange, but its 
jexteot is strange.

' hal time, and the poorer ones will find themselves compelled 
4 stop altogether. This is the case now, and will contioue 
be the case, In fact, therefore, distress will not be so 
Widely spread nor so equally divided, but it will be 
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more exceptionally and locally severe. In some plaves and 
with many families it will amount to absolute destitution 
and complete want of employment. It has reached this 
already, and must every day grow worse.

We have the number of paupers whose poverty is 
attributable to the cotton famine 35,205 
And these are more than one-third of the number of persons 
employed in the cotton trade in those Unions at the time 
of our last statistical return. We find, too, from the 
last statements of Mr Farnall, the Poor Law Inspector, 
and from very much valuable information which has reached 
us from other sources, that the various fands by which the 
unemployed and half-employed operatives have hitherto 
eked out their earnings are almost exhausted; that their 
hoards have been drawn out of the Savings Banks; that 
the accumulated contributions to Sick Clabs and Friendly 
Societies have been used up; that credit with shopkeepers 
has been pushed to its utmost limits; and that many of 
these, usually rate-payers, are in a fair way to become rate- 
receivers. In one instance we are told that 50 per cent. of the 
rate-payers have had to be excused on the ground of absolute 
and proved inability to meet the demands of the collector. It 
is becoming obvious to all that in a very short time, a consi- 
derable part, if not an entire third of the entire population ordi- 
narily dependent on the cotton trade for their daily bread, 
must obtain that bread from legal or voluntary charity ; and 
that this state of things may continue for an indefinite period. 
The pressure upon the property of the manufacturing 
districts must, therefore, be extreme, and altogether excep- 
tional acd unprecedented in its character. It is aggravated 
in three ways :—the sum which must be raised for the relief 
of the distress is enormously increased; the number of those 
on whom it must be levied is greatly diminished; and 
the wealth of those who will continue to pay is much reduced. 
More and more will have to be demanded from them, as 
their losses become heavier and their means of satisfying the 
tax-gatherer grow smaller, A rate of two shillings in the 
pound, levied on a thousand contributors, in prosperous times, 
is scarcely felt. A rate of ten shillings in the pound, levied 
on five hundred contributors, at a time when these contri- 
{ butors are suffering heavy losses in their trade, becomes aa 
intolerable and an inequitable burden. How, then, is the 
Crisis to be met, and how is the burden to be fairly appor- 
tioned P 
There are two extraordinary modes in which we may 
obtain extraordinary resourees. We may either extend the 
number of contributors and the space of taxation, or we may 
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extend the time of contribution, and allow each locality to 
mortgage its future resources; or we may combine our 
expedients, and do both of these. 

Both have their objections. There are many agricultural 
parts of Lancashire and Cheshire which will plausibly, if not 
justly, ask Why should we contribute to the relief of this 
manufacturing distress more than agricultural districts 
situated elsewhere? We have been benefited, doubtless, by 
the proximity of the cotton district and its marvellous growth. 
But we have been very little, if at all, more benefited than 
many parts of the country a little further off. Our produce 
may have sold better because this rich market has arisen in 
our vicinity, but theirs has sold better also. They have 
gained, and we have gained. Why should we alone—we, 
and not they—be required to alleviate this fatal and fortuitous 
calamity ? 

On the other hand, if we permit parochial authorities or 
Board of Guardians to borrow, it will be said that we are 
shifting the bardens of the present upon the future: that 
“ posterity” or after years, for no one proposes a very distant 
limit of repayment, will have their own burdens, and that we 
should not raise the future rates of a district in order to 
alleviate its present burdens. For many years a district may 
be overtaxed and crippled only because at this unhappy 
moment it chances to have an exceptional number of charge- 
able poor. 

Both these objections in ordinary times might have some 
share of weight, but in the present time to insist peremptorily 
on either of them would be futile and pedantic. We must 


risk something in a peculiar and calamitous conjuncture such 
What are we to risk P 


as no one could anticipate. 
alternative are we to prefer? Are we to extend the time in 
which this burden is to be wiped off, or are we to enlarge the 
area which is to be subjected to it ? 

We fear the decision between the two must be taken by the 
Legislature. Some persons have, indeed, proposed to depute 
the choice to the Guardians of the district,—to permit them to 
settle whether they will mortgage their own rates or ask a 
rate in aid from adjacent districts. But such a proposal can 
never be seriously maintained. The distressed Unious would 
thereby be placed in a position which they could not bear, 
which they could not be asked to bear, which human nature 
is unable to bear. No one ought to be asked to decide 
whether his neighbours are to be burdened, or his own 
property (even though it be in years to come) be bur- 
dened. The Guardians might, and would probably in many | 
cases, decide wisely and judiciously; but on principle 
they are upon such a question an inadequate tribupal. 
One great English judge went so far as to hold that if an Act 
of Parliament were to make a man judge in his own cause, it 
would be ipso facto void. We should not be so bold as Lord 
Hobart, but we unhesitatiogly say that the Legisla- 
ture should tax, and not leave the tax-payer to settle 
whether he will be taxed or not taxed. 

What, then, is the guiding consideration? We think it is 
to be found in the circumstances of the calamity. It is tem- 
porary. The whole property which is now overburdened, the 
entire population which is now suffering, would immediately 
start into almost unprecedented prosperity if America should 
be peaceful, or if cotton should be obtained from other sources, 
The natural resource, therefore, is a mortgage of futurity, 
We should at any rate try this first. It may be that it will 
be insufficient, it may be that the American troubles may be 
too protracted, it may be that no adequate supply of cotton 
will come to us from new sources,—still ¢ry the present 
locality first. As the present depression may not improbably 
be followed by a most lucrative prosperity, by a gain as 
ample as the present loss is heavy, there is, then, a 
property to be borrowed upon, which is as vast as the pre- 
sent exigency is perplexing. 

The rate in aid over contiguous districts is levied on no 
such ample resources. The whole district on which it 
would be levied is suffering, not equally, ot course, but still 
considerably and paiffully. The adjoemg parishes to that 
where the poor rate has reached the intolerable limit, would 
be precisely those where the rate was fast approaching that 
limit. They would be already staggering under an unusually 
heavy burden just at the moment when this added weight was 
laid upon them ; and would fairly urge that the remoter and 
more lightly taxed districts should be the ones first called upon.

Our choice is between a geographical extension, whi 
certainly taxes adjacent misery nearly as great ago a 
misery which it relieves, and a chronological extension, whi 
presumably charges on prosperity perhaps as marvellc 
the depression which we are witnessing.

But how (and this is our last topic) are the resources y) 
obtained, as we have said, to be expended? The ord; 
rules of Poor Law relief should be relaxed and p 
suspended when the cause of destitution is so evident gg) 
so innocent as the cotton famine. We should not enfin) 
on our operatives more annoying provisions, more harsh aj) 
degrading regulations, than the very nature of the cay 
requires and commands; we would rather sacrifice som 
money to undue leniency, than impair the self-respect) 
offend the real delicacy of the highest of our working class) 
by too suspicieus watchfalness or over-precise conditions, 
Mr Cobden would lend to the operatives out of 
funds of the Union, and to this there can be no objep| 
tion. Subject to certain formalities and con 
it can be done under the present law. But te 
conditions of the loan must not be made ma 
easier than the concitions of - ordinary relief, unless ty 
operative can offer some kind of security for repayment, If) 
one or two householders, known to the guardians, will become 
security for him, all ordinary rules may be abandoned aul] 
set at nought; but no particular favour must be given toa} 
destitute man merely because he says he will repay.

THE GAME LAW DEBATE. 
Tue debates on the Game Law Bill, in the House of Common) 
on Wednesday and Thursday, are by no means likely to impres | 
the country favourably with the considerateness of its legim) 
lators. From all sides arguments pour in to prove that this} 
Bill can only aggravate present evils and give rise to maay) 
new ones, and yet the dense unthinking body of the Jandel) 
gentry vote it silently through, against all the remonstranees| 
of their own ablest leaders and against a weight of argowent) 
perfectly irresistible. Even Mr Walter, who wants to have} 
the provisions of this Bill enacted in a much mon} 
stringent form, by identifying the abstraction of game with) 
ordinary theft, and so securing the aid of the police a) 
in the case of all other suspected thefts,—even Mr Walter] 
admits that this measure will do nothing but harm, and that) 
it would be better to wait till the House could agree on some} 
measure touching more deeply the priociple of the quet | 
tion. We are afraid that Mr Walter's own suggestion, evm 
if it could be adopted,—and that it is likely to be adopted || 
by an English House of Commons we shall not soon beliet®,| 
in spite of the strong Conservative support which it seem) 
to evoke and the powerful advocacy of the Z'%mes,— would go} 
* very little way indeed towards that permanent settlemest 
of the question which he promises us from it. His theory 
appears to be, that if you brand the abstraction of 
game as conimon larceny, it will lose all its attractions ft 
English peasants. We admit that the agricultural pop 
tion are not great at taking distinctions; but, unfortunately; 
when once they have taken a distinction, they are by no meal 
easy to persuade to release their hold on it; and this disti 
tion between the crime of theft and that of abstracting  p 
tridge or a pheasant, they have taken hold of most tenaci 
—so tenaciously that the mere change of legal termine 
will not do much to make them relinquish it. On ¢ 
latter offence, men unfortunately look much as boys do 
bird’s-nesting expeditions which involve trespass & 
therefore danger; and the only effect of telling them it® 
larceny, and punishing it as larceny, might be, we feat, i) 
some cases, to confound their notions cf that crime, 
diminish their general horror of it,—but in most cases 
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i to disgust them with what they considered th® 
costing of the law. And if this be the case, Mr Walter's 
1 y would be even less efficient than the present 
Law. For ifthe police are to be employed in appre- 
| bending on suspicion of theft all the probable. poachers in 
} England, the duty will be vastly more severe and absorbing 
Hines it would be under the present law. Poachers will 
fight with wuch more resentment and tenacity against them 
jf the accusation is to be what they consider the unjust one 
of theft, and if the penalty is to be the same as the penalty of 
thieves, than they now do, The force of constables would 
have:to be more than doubled, and when it was done, a 
and mouldering resentment would be constantly 
breaking out at all points in the game-preserving counties 
between these agents of the law and the class from which 
they come. 

But if Mr Walter’s proposition be, as we hold, simply the 
most dangerous of any and the least likely to bring the contest 
toa fol issue, we may still accept his warning that the 

t Bill is wholly inadequate to its end, and likely to 
ravate rather than mend matters. The object io view is 
to strike at the root of the general favour with which this 
kind of offence is regarded by the English peasantry, and we 
are very sore that this will not be effected by diverting the 
ice from duties in which they are strongly supported by 
the opinion of the people, to duties in which they will not be so 
supported at all, especially if large room is left—which the 
nt Bill certainly will leave—for acts of real tyranny 
and injustice. The feeling of the class from which poachers 
spring is, that these large preserves are extremely hurtful 
toagricalture,—that they are in fact preserves of what farmers 
call ** vermin,” kept only for the pastime of landowners,—and 
that the poor can searcely be blamed for taking their share 
of the pastime, seeing that they suffer to a considerable extent 
from the evils it entails in the diminished or ruined crops of 
the farmers. This feeling will certainly not be diminished 
by the series of unjust arrests and lockings-up for the night 
on suspicion, to which the proposed Bill, as worked by a 
magistracy notoriously biassed against this class of offenders, 
is likely to lead. 

As the Bill at pregent (since the amendments in Committee) 
stands, it authorises, we believe, the arrest, at any hour of 
day or night, of any person “in any highway, street, or 
“public place, coming from any land where he shall have 
“deen unlawfully in pursuit of game, or any person acting 
“io combination with such person, or any person having 
“unlawtully in his or their possession any game, hares or ; 
“yabbits, or having in his or their possession any gua, part | 
“of gun, or nets or engines, which have been, or are to be, 
“used for the unlawful killing or taking game, hares or | 
“rabbits,” &e. This is the effect, we believe, of the 
two successful amendments,—the one moved by Mr Stani- 
land to enhance the stringency of the measure, by turning 
it' from a Night-poaching into a Day-poaching bDill,—the 
other by Mr Ayrton to relax it. Mr Ayrton’s amend- 
Ment was eimed at the very vague phrase in the 
Bill permitting the arrest of any ove whom the con- 
stable “may have good cause to suspect” of poaching, and 
its effect seems to be to assign the only grounds on which 
such an arrest shall be warrantable,—namely, that the 
pater shall either be found in the act of coming off

CONSERVATIVE FORCES IN RUSSIA, 
We know few things more remarkable than the failyre of ali 
ordinary means of political information as applied to the 
existing condition of Russia, A vast Empire, only six years 
ago the terror of Europe, is understood to be in the throes of 
political transformation. A people of serfs have been 
declared by their Sovereign fit for emancipation, and awatt 
in furious agitation the day of their enfranchisement fixed 
less than nine months hence. The measure is supposed to have 
arcused a long latent discontent which has spread suddenly 
through all classes, and is now so universal that the throne |: 
is shaking and the army no longer to be trusted even against 
the hitherto hated Poles. Every now and then rumours of 
the most exciting charaeter, stories of incendiarism, of 
attacks on the life of the Emperor, of intrigues in the Royal 
Family, of constitutional demands made by the nobles reach 
Western Europe, and intensify the impression that a catas- 
trophe is at hand. There are said to be fifty thousand 
Russians abroad, who all speak Freach, and who are received 
with pleasure in every society on the Continent. There are} 
hundreds of Englishmen and thousands of Germans em-# 
ployed in the Empire, many of them holding responsible } 
positions, and all mixing freely in Russians society, yet) 
despite all this, we know little or nothing of the move-; 
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ment in pregress, of the character, strength, or objects 
of the opposing forces. We hear the gossip of St 
Petersburg, and read the prayers of discontented nobles, but 
the feeling of the people is still a mystery. Nobody really 
knows whether the mases have lost their old reverence for 
the Czar,—whether the nobles are angry slaveholders or 
high-spirited constitutionalists,—whether the army sym- 
pathises with its officers, or with the peasants who fill its 
ranks, or with neither,—whether it wishes for a States 
General, or only for the Archduke Constantine, or for the 
continuance of the status quo. Under such circumstances, the 
best service a journal can render its readers is, while re- 
ealling all the facts which are indisputable, to point out the 
conservative forces which limit the operation of those facts, 
aud which in times of general change are always forgotten. 
The easiest way to study Russia, which for Englishmen has 
no geography, is to accept the people as a whole, and study 
them class by class. 

1. The Nobles. It is quite certain that the nobles are dis- 
contented and ready for changes of a very extensive character. 
The emancipation decree deprives them of much of their pro- 
perty, and all the special advantages of their position. Instead 
of reigning like little kings on their estates, they must sink 
into country gentlemen surrounded by little freeholders, and 
burdened with the charge of local order, with the perform- 
ance of all unpopular duties towards the peasantry—such as 
selecting conscripte,—-and with the obligation of military 
service. They have long suffered from the weariness of a 
position which never permitted them to feel at liberty to 
follow their own likings, and without the compensating 
authority and position it has become insupportable. They 
are ready for revolution, but have they the power to make 
one? They can kill the Emperor no doubt, but that merely 
changes the person of the Sovereign, and if they kill the 
dynasty they may be overwhelmed by the peasants. The 
decree of emancipation completely destroys their feudal 
power, and reduces them to a class with whom the Czar may 
be, and probably is, quite competent to deal. They com- 
mand the army it is true, but the Emperor is sure of the sup- 
port of a certain proportion of generals, and of all his foreign 
officers, while there is no proof that the men would follow 
the Liberals as against the Czar. The probability is 
that the semi-religious character of the Emperor would in a 
general convulsion induce them to obey an authority which 
they have always revered, and which appears to them in 
their villages as their protector against local tyrants. While, 
therefore, it is clear from the petitions they have presented, 
from the losses they have suffered, and from the language 
they hold when abroad, that the nobles are ready for change, 
it is by no means proved that they can coerce the Govern- 
ment, or even in the long run guide it in the direction they 
think expedient. 

2. The “army is discontented.” So far asthe officersare 
concerned this is undoubtedly true, and it may be true of the 
men ; but of the latter and more important fact there is no 
evedence whatever. Officers have been shot recently perhaps 
in some numbers for treason, but no regiment has revolted, 
and in Poland, where the officers sympathise with the 
citizens, the army carries out the harshest instructions. Of 
course, the reluctance of the officers, pro tanto, diminishes 
the power of the army, bui that reluctance does not extend 
to the generals, and so long as the soldiers will fire, 
rioters can be kept down, Nothing can be said to be 
known of the loyalty of the men, but then nothing is known 
of their discontent, and the antecedent probability in a 
country like Russia is always in favour of discipline. That 
this is the conviction of the higher officers would seem clear 
from the very strong acts upon which the Government still 
ventures, 

3. The peasantry are said to be discontented, and doubtless 

ucipation presents many curious problems. The peasantry 

are, it is stated, determined not to compound for their lands, 
but to retain them without rent, and without paying a price. 
Like all peasants in countries originally moulded on oriental 
ideas, they think the land they cultivate theirs, and say with 
Hindoos, ‘‘ whose isthe sweat, his is the soil,” and if forcibly 
deprived of their freeholds may rise in insurrection. That is 
a great and visible danger, but it is not necessarily a danger 
}to Government. On the contrary, the people are more likely 
to consider the Government their protector against the land- 
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lords. The Emperor, if driven to extremities; can atogs 
moment, by abandoning the nobles, reseue his administratig, 
from popular violence, and paralyse one set of foes by leaving! 
them at the mercy of another. Nor isit by any means certain) 
that he cannot, if so inclined, compel the execution of his 
programme, Noboby knows, not even in Russia, how 
he could rely on the twenty millions of people who are thy 
direct serfs of his House, whom he has emancipated, and 
have no landlords to buy out or kill. Russia is for poli 
purposes a sea dotted with islands, each self-governed, 
separate. A series of movements necessarily isolated, 
directed against the country houses rather than the Go 
ment, may be sternly put down, as all such movements du, 
the past two years have been. Or, again, the Govern 
flinging over the rent question, may levy a tax on 
be paid to the nobles for a certain period.

It might 
fave been thought that this recommendation, coupled 
with the exhaustive evidence procured by the Com- 
mittee, would have compensated its other and less acceptable 
conclusions, And, in truth, nothing seems so inconsistent as 
tosay, “ We believe that the diplomatic service is in a very 
“bad state, it is open for the most part only to the aristo- 
“ eracy, the majority of the attachés are idle young fellows 
“ofthe ‘cigar and white kid-glove’ school; we wish to 
“throw the service open, and to fill it with men, from what- 
“ever source, of first-rate accomplishments, attainments, 
“and abilities,’—and in the same breath to add, “ We will 
“not pay these superior men when we get them.” But, in 
order to illustrate the subject more fully, we cannot do 
better than enter briefly into the history and nature of the 
teport made by the Select Committee, upon which the debate 
on Monday chiefly turned.

The examination was conducted with the utmost delibera- 
tion; and among the persons examined were Mr Hammond, 
the Earl of Clarendon, Lord Wodehouse, Viscount Stratford de 
Redcliffe, the Earl of Malmesbury, Earl Cowley, Sir’ G. 
Hamilton Seymour, and witnesses of all ranks in the diplo- 
matic service. The main recommendations agreed to were :— 


(1) That there should be two classes of examination 
previous to admission into the service—a first and second— 
the candidate selecting which he will undergo; if he pass the 
first, he will be exempted from any further examination. 


(2) That the attachésbip shall, for the future, be regarded 
sa probationary period of four years at the most, six 
— of which shall be spent in the duties of the Foreign 
‘Office. 


(8) That at the expiration of his attachéship, if his

| __ Upon this last head we may remark at once that the bulk 
| the evidence went to show, that the pay of the Ministers 
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abroad at the larger courts, and of the Secretaries of legation, 
is often inadeqeate, owing, among other reasons, to the 
great increase of late years in the cost of necessaries and 
comforts of life. Lord Clarendon being asked whether he 
considered that the present pay of heads of missions is 
sufficient, answers unhesitatingly, ‘‘ J am sure that it ts not.” 
His own salary in Spain was 5,000/, and that was not suffi- 
cient. ‘I could not,” he said, “make it do.” It is true 
that Lord Clarendon was in Spain during the whole time of 
the civil war, when things were dearer. But under no cir- 
cumstances ought a Minister to be called upon to employ his 
own private means in the service of the country, And it 
should be observed, that the scale of salaries, fixed 30 or 40 
years ago, might be fair and even liberal at the time. But 
there is perhaps no capital in Europe, or great town in 
America, in which prices have not risen from 40 to 60 or 70 
per cent. So large a change cannot but have been felt 
severely by diplomatic servants, and it is by no means un- 
likely, as stated in evidence, that many Ministers are put 
to very considerable straits. Thus it frequently happens 
that the head of a mission is called upon to advance money 
out of his own funds to meet extraordinary expenses, To 
take one instance. In Lord Clarendon’s case in Spain, “ the 
‘‘extraordinaries” were very large. To defray the 
expenses he was compelled to borrow money from his 
bankers. The Government paid back the principal, and left 
Lord Clarendon to pay the interest. This is clearly wrong. 
And however much we are disposed to favour well-considered 
economy, it should always be borne in mind that the diplo- 
matic service must in its nature be an expensive and elastic 
service, and that the duties to be performed both by 
ambassadors, secretaries of legation, and attachés, require 
that those who perform them should, within reasonable 
limits, feel unhampered in the pursuit of a kind of inter- 
course and knowledge which is to a certain extent capricious, 
and difficult of attainment. 


With regard to the payment of attachés and the examina- 
tion of candidates, the question cannot be said to be very 
intricate. 1st. There is perhaps no public service in which 
the highest possible education, the greatest versatility, and the 
utmost knowledge of attainment, are more requisite. Every 
kind of knowledge is of use to a diplomatic servant. Lan- 
guages, indeed,—French universally—and the language of’ 
that country in particular in which a man is accredited,—are 
elementary and peremptory necessities, The law of nations 
cannot reasonably be dispensed with. But, besides these, 
history, literature, science, especially political economy, and 
art,—every one of these must contribute to quicken the 
powers of observation, and facilitate the intercourse of a 
diplomatist. Here, then, is a case in which the highest 
competitive examinations are in place. First, because no 
amount of ability can be thrown away in such a service, and, 
second, because a very high standard of attainments will 
ensure a class of cultivated gentlemen where it is absolutely 
essential that we should have gentlemen. Nor in the pre- 
sent day is it reasonable that the nobility should monopolise | 
the appointments in the diplomatic service. The middle 
classes are perfectly able to furnish their contribution of 
highly polished and accomplished men, and a competitive 
examination, followed by reasonable probation, would 
do them justice without injuring any one else, and, 
indeed, with great probable benefit to the country at large. 
But secondly, if this is admitted, then it follows that attachés 
should be paid, and paid liberally. It may indeed be ob- 
jected that, inasmuch as we have already a large class of 
attachés who are willing to perform their duties for nothing, 
we need not substitute paid servants in their stead. ‘This 
part of the question, however, has been slowly but surely 
decided by the country, and the honorary services of the un- 
paid attachés, however excellent in certain cases; have been 
found wanting. The only question which remains is how to 
carry the change into effect. The Government wisely, we 
think, resolved to make the alteration by slow degrees, and | 
to begin at present by paying every diplomatic attaché, 
after a probationary period of four years. This is avery 
small step in advance, but it is in the right direction. Tomeet. 
the charges thus incurred, Parliament has granted the small 
sum of 2,827/7. We can only trust that the time will soon 
come when every attaché will be paid even during his proba- 
tionary period,

PETTY CHARGES ON COMMERCE, 
Tue following is the report of the Select Committee ap- 


pointed to consider the best mode of obtaining statistical 


information respecting the foreign trade of the United King- 
dom, and the bearing thereon of the charges imposed on the 
entry of goods inwards, and on bills of lading outwards, by 


the Customs’ Act of 1860, as well as the operation of the 
said charges upon trade :— 

“In the matters referred your Committee have had the 
advantage of the evidence of the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, the principal officers of Her Majesty's Customs, of an 


officer of the statistical department of the Board of Trade, of 


Presidents of Chambers of Commerce, and of other gentlemen 
representing important classes of the commercial, trading, 
and shipping interests. 

“ The attention of the Committee has been directed to the 
present mode of obtaining the commercial statistics of the 
United Kingdom, their general accuracy, value, and enst; 
to the bearing thereon of the charges imposed on the foreign 
and colonial trade of the United Kingdom by the Custoas’ 
Act of 1860, chiefly for the purpose of obtaining more accu- 


rate and reliable statistical information; and to the opera- 


tion of those charges upon the general commerce and trade 
of the country. 

“It appears to be the opinion of the principal officers of 
Customs, gentlemen of great experience, that the system of 
collecting statistical information has been improved by the 
operation of those charges, and the only further improve- 
ment suggested by them consists in their extended applica- 
It seems to be admitted that perfect accuracy is un- 
attainable, but they maintain that the existence of a charge, 
graduated with reference to the quantity of the goods im- 


| ported, affords them facilities for obtaining this iuformation 


from the importers, and for correcting inaccurate entries, 


} which they would not otherwise possess. 


On the other hand, it appears to be the unanimous opinion 
of the mercantile witnesses, supported by the evidence of Mr

“ Your Committee are of opinion that these small chapgs}

AGRICULTURAL PROSPECTS; PARTICULAR AND } 
GENERAL. #7 


TuE fair prospect of a fine and abundant harvest which in th 
early part of the season cheered the hearts of farmers, has now} 
finaily passed away. After almost two months of nearly sunles| 
weather and the constant recurrence of showers, although the) 
actual amount of rain was not. very large, we had: at the) 
latter end of last and the beginning of the present week several] 
consecutive days of fine sunny weather. During that time some) 
of the later cut hay has been carried in good order, but, as the rule, | 
very little good hay has been made this year, while thegq 
actually spoiled by heating is greater than occurred even in the 
disastrous season of 1860. A correspondent of the Mark Law 
Express, writing from South Hertfordshire, states that a person 
whose avocations lead him to ride round the country, counted 
50 haystacks in the district around Watford which had bee 
cut in consequence of overheating. And we hear of similar 
accounts from all the grass districts around the metropolis. Ia 
fact, nothing but resolute patience, involving great expense, could 
enable a farmer to secure any considerable quantity of hayin 
reasonably good order curing the presentseason. Early in the week 
high hopes of a fine autumn were excited, but the weather again ber 
came broken on Wednesday, and although the temperature is higher 
than it has been, all the other indications of an unsettled season 
have again appeared. The consequences are most serious to the 
wheat crop. Already rust, red gum, and other evils resulting 
from want of sun and too much moisture are stated to be 
very prevalent, and nothing but a succession of warm sunty 
days during the fortnight yet to run before harvest will com 
menee in the South of England, can give a generally good yield) 
and sample. 

The wheat crops on all useful land, and where farming is good 
are large in bulk of straw—more so than for some years past= 
but the produce in grain and the quality of the grain a 
depend upon the weather of the next fortnight. With sun | 
warmth, we believe that there will be an average yield, and that 
the wheat will be of fair quality ; without sun, and with raia | 
during that time, the crop will be deficient and the quality 
decidedly inferior. Another cause of probable deficiency consist) 
in the unusual amount of strong wind we have experienced sine} 
the middle of May, and the bulkiness of the straw has rendered} 
the wheat crops peculiarly liable to injary from this cause. With-|j 
out being much or generally beaten down, the growing wheat) 
fields present, in many instances, a straggling and broken appear) 
ance, some ears being knocked down, while others close by ale) 
standing up, so that more than ordinary mischief will be don 
by the small birds, which have already made early and vig’ 
attacks. 

In some districts the barley, in others the oat crops, are com 
plained of; but within our own observation, the oats 
likely to yield as well as any of our cereal crops. Beans 
almost universally good, but they greatly require sun ; while pé

augury for the progress of English agriculture. By that 
it is proposed to render the means of preserving game more 
+, and to employ the police force—paid by the farmers 
snd other rate-psyers—in the protection of game. Farmers will 
suffer from this measure in two ways; the head of game fed at 
their expense will probably be greater than heretofore, and 
consequently their losses from game depredations will increase ; 
and their workmen and servants will be still more harassed and 
demoralised by the double vexations of gamekeepers and policemen 
than they have yet been under the regime of gamekeepers only. 
There can be but one possible benefit from this new game law, 
which is, that farmers and the general public may be aroused to 
amore earnest and vigilant attention towards game-preserving and 
the game laws than they have recently exerted. Let farmers 
above all resolutely resist game reservation whenever they enter 
upon new holdings; and let those who already occupy farms 
lect to game reservation, take all possible means of letting 
their neighbours and the public learn, from time to time, the 
extent and nature of the injuries their crops suffer from game, the 
annoyances to which they are personally subjected by the inter- 
ference of gamekeepers with the management of their farms, and 
the effects produced on their farm workmen and the agricultural 
labouring population generally of their several districts by game 
preservation. If one-twentieth part of the material and moral 
evils which game inflicts upon the rural districts can be kept 
constantly before the public, the game~preservers may find. that 
in securing this new game preservation act, they have 
grasped at the shadow at the expense of the substance.

Tue Rerveiic or Liperia, its Products and Resources. By 
Gzeatp Rarsron, Consul-General for Liberia. A Paper 
read before the Society of Arts, and reprinted from the 
Journal of the Society of Arts,” for May 23, 1862. 

Tur little state of Liberia owes its foundation to that very ques- 

tionable and half-hearted association of slaveholders known as the 

American Colonisation Society. But painful as is the episode 

which the history of that Society forms in the annals of the ‘“‘ Slave 

Power” in America, its one good deed beyond the sea promises to 

survive and flourish. The settlement of Liberia, founded in 1822, 

was, on the 24th of August, 1847, proclaimed a free and indepen- 

dant state, and regularly installed as the Republic of Liberia. 

Acknowledged speedily by England, and afterwards by France, 

Prussia, Brazil, Denmark, and Portugal, it has now, in its 
foatieth year, been at last recognised by the United States. ‘The 
paper before us is a brief sketch of its past history and present condi- 
tion by its Consul-General, Mr Ralston, which was read before the

Among the natives, to understand English is the 
greatest accomplishment and advantage; and with some of ‘the {{ 
coast tribes, a knowledge of English is beginning to be’regarded 
as a necessary qualification for the ruling men of the chief towns.” 
Mr Ralston’s paper ‘‘ was illustrated by a collection of the 
products of Liberia as sent to the International Exhibition. 
‘These consisted of specimens of cotton cloth, well manufactured, 
and dyed; of coffee, sugar, raw cotton, palm oil, rice, silkworm 
cocoons. Swords made by the natives from the iron of the country, 
with stone anvils and hammers, pouches, leather accoutrements 
for horses, and a great variety of fibres were also on the table.” 
Iron ore abounds all over Liberia, and every species of tropical 
produce thrives there. Cotton grows spontaneously all over the {4 
country, and the Liberians, encouraged by the Manchester Cotton 
Supply Association, are now paying greater attention to its pro- 
duction than they have hitherto done. We rejoice to note 
these hopeful tokens, and wish the fullest success to this brave; 
little African Republic. A noble work lies before it, and we hope 
that every European influence that can accelerate its progress: 
will be heartily exerted in its behalf. 4

cessful strike. Naturally the reader takes part with the neglected 
wife, concluding that, blameable as her excessive resentment may 
be, itis the result of much cruel wrong. Mrs Wolcombe, wife to 
the great manufacturer in whose mill Abel and Barbara had both 
worked, takes the latter as nursemaid, and under her womanly 
influence the half-taught but intelligent and somewhat ambitious 
girl is softened and develop:d, and eventually becomes governess 
to the children, and virtually one of the family.

At last, satisfied by a 
Pe te that her husband was drowned in Canon, 
and half influenced by grateful memories of Mrs Wolcombe (now 
dad), she consents to marry Lancelot. Meanwhile, the reader, 
warned by much experience of recent novels, —in which no one who 
does not expire before our eyes can ever be trusted not to come 
back again,—knows very well that Abel Drake is not really dead, 
and naturally conjectures that he will reappear at the precise 
moment when his presence will create the most telling situation 
for the heroine. But what the reader is not prepared to expect is, 
that when Abel does thus return, not only is he almost as much 
improved and developed as Barbara, but he presents us with a 
version of his history and motives which goes far to reverse the 
estimate which we had previously been led to form of the cause of 
lis separation from his wife. He reminds her that when he came 
home after the successful termination of the strike, and poured 
out to her all his dreams and aspirations, she told him that as he 
had deprived himself of employment, and thoroughly disgraced 
them both, she would henceforth support herself; and returning 
him her weddi ring she walked out of the house, a step which 
drove him to enlist the next day, in a fever of misery. This puts 
the wife in a very different position as regargs our sympathy, 
and we feel that if the author knew of this occurrence before, 
he ought to have informed us of it. The fact would appear to 
be, that Mr Saunders has not formed a clear idea in his 
own mind of the real history of his hero and heroine pre- 
vious to their introduction to the reader. He seems to have 
conceived of their story from two opposite points of view, 
from that of the wron and deserted wife, and from that 
of the aspiring and misunderstood husband,—and to have 
taken no pains to harmonise the two conceptions. This 
is an error which could scarcely have been made if the 
autbor had regarded the “ situations ” as only transient expressions 
of individual character, instead of using the characters as so much 
fuel for exciting situations.

The Protectionist party here is greatly soured at the honour 
done in Kngland to M. Kouher, Minister of Commerce, and M,} 
Michel Chevalier, its most formidable adversaries, and the prin-/j 
cipal authors of the hated treaty of commerce. But the partyis} 
still more angry at the speeches which the two eminent 
sonages delivered at the grand banquet offered to them. In lon 
speeches not only is the adoption by France of a liberal commer. 
ctal policy vigorously defended, but the declaration is sole 
made that to that policy she will henceforth firmly adhere, 
will do all that in her lies to cause it to prevail throughout 
Europe. In England such Janguage will seem almost a matter of 
course, for there, when a politico-commercial liberty is conquered 
it is definite; but the French Protectioniste, extraordinary to} 
relate, have been labouring under the hallucination that, someho 
and some day, the fearful defeat they suffered by the adoption of 
the treaty of commerce would be retrieved; and hence their 
irritation and surprise at learning from the champions of commer- 
cial liberty in France that there is no hope whatever for them 

The Government, in the hope of removing, at least in part, the} 
depression which has so long prevailed in the commercial world, | 
is encouraging as much as it can the formation of new entem 
prises. Inthe Moniteur of this morning are Imperial decrees 
which concede to companies the Charentes, and Bergerac to Li- 
bourne railways, of which mention has been already made in the 
ECONOMIST; also other decrees making definitive a provisi 
concession to the Northern Railway Company of a line uniting 
the railways from St Quentin to Erquelines to that from Soissons 
to the Belgian frontier, and granting definitively to the Eas 
Company a line from Meziers to the said railway from 
Soissons to Belgium. To cotton companies the Government 
is also paying attention. It has removed certain difficulties 
which arose respecting the English company for cultivating 
cotton in Algeria; and now, according to a report of 
M. Mercier-Lacombe, Director-General of Algerian affairs, “no 
disquietude as to the result of the affair need be entertained.” A 
French company for the same object in the same colony is also 
being formed under governmental auspices; and the Kmperot 
personally has, dit-on, promised to take shares init. This com- 
pany, which, it appears, is to be called La Compagnie Frangaise 
des Cotons Algeriens, is warmly supported by the manufacturers 
of Rouen, and the Chamber of Commerce of that city has, in its 
collective capacity, resolved to subscribe for 50 shares of 500f. 
Lastly, a company in which English and French capital is to be 
combined, for the production of Algerian cotton, is now in course 
of formation; and the said M. Mercier-Lacombe, in a report to 
the Governor-General of the colony, affirms that the President of 
the Chamber of Commerce of Manchester has, in the name of 
the manufacturers of that city, promised to support it, because! 
they “‘ owe a debt of gratitade to the Emperor of the Freneb for 
the treaty of commerce between France and England. 

Apropos to cotton, the Minister of Marine has sent a despateh 
to the Governor of the French colony of Senegal directing him te 
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employ all means in his power to encourage the production of the 
in his territory. The newspapers record a somewhat 
cireumstance—namely, thet an agriculturist on the banks 
‘of the Gardon, department of the Gard, in the South of Franee, 
paving last year sown cotton on a piece of land about 3 ares in 
extent, had the gratification of obtaming a crop of 25 kilogrammes, 
‘qbich was equal to about { of a ton per 2} acres—the maximum 
of the prodaction in Algeria.. This year he is experimenting on 
the large extent of 15 acres; and if he succeeds, it will be evident 
that cotton can be prodacedin France as well as in Algeria,—and, 
no doubt, at a cheaper rate to boot. If the plant can thrive'in 
the South of France, it can undoubtedly do the same in parts of 
Italy and Spain.

A letter from Alexandria states that the commercial situation 
in Egypt is rather singular. The treaty of commerce into which 
Turkey has entered with certain Powers is declared applicable to 
the subjects of those Powers trading in Egypt. By this treaty 

> the export and import duties are to be 8 per cent. ad valorem, 
% instead of, as heretofore in Egypt, 12 per cent. on exports and 
4 per cent. on imports. But the latter duties are maintained for 
the subjects of the Powers which have not signed the treaty. 
It follows from this that English and French firms are entering 
into arrangements with Spanish and German houses to make all 
imports.in the names of the latter, so as only to pay the 4 per 
cent. duty ; and that those houses will make their exports in the 
names of English and French, so as to pay only 8 per cent. 
duty. The effect of these arrangements will be a grievous loss to 
the Egyptian treasury.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE ECONOMIST. 

S1r,— Your correspondents ‘* Cuneus” and * J. E.,” I think, both 
miss one of the points of my proposal to compel the Mint to receing 
light sovereigns at 3/ 17s 103d per ounce for recoinage. If this 
be done, the Bank and the public may be left to settle between 
themselves the most convenient way of sending the light coin into) 
the Mint. I suppose the Bank, as now, would remain the chief] 


| purveyor of coin, because it can afford to wait the indefinite period 


of recoinage, which private persons cannot do: and I of cours 
conclude that if the Mint will take light gold coin on the samp 
terms as it takes standard ingots, so likewise will the Bank, 1}

bankers who should reissue light con. As it would be absurdto 
apply such a provision to individuals, I see no way of reaching the 
general public except by leaving the bankers to settle with them;

The bankers now lose largely by light coin—I have heard that in 
one joint stock bank the loss is about 3,000/ a year. I believeat 
least 25 per cent. of our coin is illegal, and consequently the fimt 
loss would be considerable ; but after the great filtering proces 
their average loss would be less than it is now, because the light 
coins circulating would be much fewer, and the reduction im 
weight of each coin would be much less. The only question is

1842 and 1843? 

‘‘Cuneus” devotes the greater part of his letter to examining the 
objections I incidentally expressed to the legalisation of the cols 
of the existing and projected Australian Mints.

3. In his remarks on my third objection, ‘“ Cuneus” enters into 
s variety of particulars which envelop us all in a luminous haze 
hn which everybody seems to be made as happy as the fifth 
act of a play. England is to be saved the cost of her Mint; 
1) Apstralia is to make a large revenue by hers; the digger 
js to make his profit by coining; the British importer is to get 
all the silver out of the gold, and “G. F.” is not to be drowned 
jn aflood of sovereigns. He thinks that the whole matter may 
be.sammed up in this,—that if the Australian Mints coin more 
than the colony requires, the surplus will come to England and 
economise our own coinage. My third objection turns wholly 
the probable amount of this surplus, which he evidently 
thinks would be insignificant. I, on the contrary, think it would 
be enormous; for this reason, among others, that there would be 
a direct premium io favour of coining of 1}d an ounce, the 
difference between the Bank buying rate of gold and the Mint 
sate, at which latter they would receive credit for all coined gold 
sent here. ‘Lhe colony and colonists would make this profit at 
the expense, first of the Bank of England, which woald lose its 
14d an ounce on all the gold it would otherwise have sent to the 
int in consequence of the ordinary demands of the public for 
coin. But this is a small matter, as by far the greater portion 
of the gold that comes in is sold in open market, and never goes 
pear the Bank, so that the British merchant ultimately has to 
pay the chief part of this tax. When I spoke of the mere waste 
of power in making gold bars into coin which would have to be 
immediately melted up again into bars for international exchange 
ortoextract the silver, so far from being indefinite, I thougnt I was 
simply stating a truism. If labourers are employed to dig holes 
in the sand and fill them up again, surely that is a waste of 
jower; and as the labour has to be paid for, somebody must pay. 
fis an avowed object of the colonists to have a Mint at Melbourne, 
and to attract to it all the Victoria gold, as they have a Mint at 
‘Sydney through which 95 per cent. of that produced in the 
| province of New South Wales passes. I have shown io what 
way the legalising of the Australian sovereigns would forward 
this object; and I have also shown how it resolves itself into a 
tax levied on this side of the globe. If | am right in believing, 
as the colonists hope, that the greater portion of the Australian 
geld would be coined,—and again that the coin would to a large 
extent be remelted,—I am also right in saying that it is a mere 
waste of power, and, as such, a violation of a natural law.

COMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS. 





| The Moniteur has published a decree, levying supplementary cues on 
certain chemicals of Belgian and English origin. These dues are to be 
paid independently of the Customs duties stipulated by the treaties of 
commeree. The articles and the dues to be levied upon them are as fol- 
lows :—Caustic soda, 14f ; bicarbonate and silicate of soda, 7f ; hidrate 
of soda, 3f 50c; albuminate of soda, 7f ; hypo-sulphate of soda, 3f ;

Mancusster, July 24.—Since last week the market has sub+ 
sided into dulness, and the few sales effected have consisted chiefly 
of re-sales by speculators at lower terms than producers have been 
willing to accept. Yarns for manufacturing are no longer worth 
the rates lately attainable, as mill after mill ceases to consume. 
This increasing difficulty in disposing of yarns causes t irs 
regularity in quotations, some spinners being obliged to sell, others 
resolved to hold. In cloths, the rise seems to have stopped all in- 
ducement or inclination to operate for the present, and as speeula- 
tors would readily sell in this market if they could in preference 
to sending abroad, bond fide exporters have no resource but to be 
cautious. There has been, indeed, a little inquiry to-day, mainly 
to test prices, owing to receipt of Bombay letters yesterday, see- 
ing that these by no means report the extensive clearances of 
cotton which had been previously expected, and being themselves 
favourable to piece goods. Still, prices for all our staples rale 
against the seller, though how much it is quite impossible to fix 
with any pretension to accuracy.

METROPOLITAN CATTLE MARKET. 


Monpay, July 21.—The total imports of foreign stock into London, last 
week, amounted to 10,304 head. In the corrospondiug week in 1861 we 
received 10,609; in 1860, 15,120; in 1859, 8,101; in 1858, 7,958; in 1857, 
5.948 ; and in 1856, 6.825 head. 

We were well supplied with foreign stock to-day; nevertheless, the de- 
mand for it ruled steady, at full prices. For the time of year, the receipts 
of home-fed beasts were moderately extensive as to number; but their 
general condition was by no means prime. The best Scots, Shorthorns, 
and crosses commanded a steady inquiry, at an advance in the quotations 
of 24 per 8 Ibs. Otherwise, the beef trade was in a sloggish state, on 
former terme. A few Scots and crosses realised 5s per 8 lbs; but the 
general quotation for beef was 4s 10d per 8 lbs. From Lincolnshire, 
Leicestershire, and Northamptonshire we received 1,900 Shorthorns ; from 
other parts of England, 909 various breeds ; from Scotland, 180 Scots and 
crosses; and from Ireland, 250 oxen and heifers. With sheep we were well 
supplied. Downs and half-breds, however, were comparatively scarce, ard 
in good request, at 2d per 8 lbs more money. All other breeds moved off 
slowly, at late rates. The best Downs sold readily, at 5s 2dper8lbs. We 
have to report a steady inquiry for prime lamba, at full currencies, Other- 
wise, the lamb trade was in asluggish state, on former terms. Calves, the 
supply of which was rather extensive, moved off slowly, on former terms. 
There was only a limited inquiry for pigs, and in some instances prices had 
a drooping tendency.
